(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1965 

NO. 22 OF 1965 

[25th September, 1965] 

An Act further to amend the Employees’ Provident Funds 

Act, 1952 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixteenth Year of tlie 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1 . (1) This Act may be called the Employees' Provident Funds 
(Amendment) Act, 1965. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 24th day 
19 of 1952. of November, 1964. 

2. In section 2 of the Employees’ Provident Funds Act, 1952, In 
sub-clause (i) of clause (a), after the words “a controlled Industry,”, 
me words “or in relation to an establishment having departments or 
Dranenes m more than one State,” shall be inserted. 
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THE BANKING LAWS (APPLICATION TO 
CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES) ACT. 1965 

NO. 23 OF 1965 

[25th September, 1965] 

An Act further to amend the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
and the Banking Companies Act, 1949 for the purpose of 
regulating the banking business of certain co-operative 
societies and for matters connected therewith. 

Bi it enacted by Parliament in the Sixteenth Year of the Republio 
of India aa follows: — 


CHAPTER I 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Banking Laws (Application to 
Co-operative Societies) Act, 1965. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central CJovorn- 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, and diffe¬ 
rent dates may be appointed for different provisions of this Act. 


CHAPTER II 

Amendment op the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 

2. In section 2 of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (hereinafter 
in this Chapter referred to as the principal Act),— 

(i) clauses (a) and (aa) shall be re-lettered as clmuses (oi)

(bit) “co-operative bank” means a State co-operative 
bank, a central co-operative bank and a primary co-opera¬ 
tive bank; 

(biii) “co-operative credit society” means a co-opera¬ 
tive society, the primary object of which is to provide finan¬ 
cial accommodation to its members and Includes a co-opera¬ 
tive land mortgage bank; 

(bin) “co-operative society” means a society registered, 
or deemed to be registered, under the Co-operative Societies 
Act, 1912 or any other law relating to co-operative societies 
for the time being in force In any State; 

(by) “crops” includes products of agricultural opera¬ 
tions;'; 

(tii) clauses (bbb) and (bbbb) shall be re-lettered as clauses 
(bwi) and (bvii) respectively, and after clause (byii) as so re¬ 
lettered, the following clnuse shall be inserted, namely: — 

‘(byiii) “director”, In relation to a co-operative society. 
Includes a member of any committee or body for the time 
being vested with the management of the affairs of that 
society;'; 

(iw) after clause (c), the following clauses shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

'(ci) “marketing of crops” includes the processing of 
crops prior to marketing by agricultural producers or any 
organization of such producers; 

(cii) “primary agricultural credit society” means a co¬ 
operative society,— 
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(1) the primary object or principal business of which 
is to provide financial accommodation to its members 
for agricultural purposes or for purposes connected 
with agricultural activities (including the marketing of 
crops); and 

( 2 ) the bye-laws of which do not permit admission 
of any other co-operative society as a member; 

(cm) “primary co-operative bank’’ means a co-operative 
society, other than a primary agricultural credit society,— 

(1) the primnry object or principal business of 
which is the transaction of banking business; 

( 2 ) the paid-up share capital and reserves of which 
are not less than one lakh of rupees; and 

(3) the bye-laws of which do not permit admission 
of any other co-operative society as a member; 

(dv) "primary credit society” means a 'co-operativa 
society, other than a primary agricultural credit society,— 

(1) the primary object or principal business of 
which Is the transaction of banking business; 

(2) the paid-UD share capital and reserves of which 
■re less than one lakh of rupees; and 

(3) the bye-laws of which do not permit admission 
of any other co-operative society as a member. 

ETplanatlon .—If any dispute arises ns to the prlraai'v 
object or principal business of any co-operative society refer¬ 
red to in this clause or clause (cii) or clause (ciii), a deter¬ 
mination thereof by the Bank shall be final.’; 

(v) clause (ee) shall be re-lettered as clause (ei); 

(vi) In clause (f), for the words hegmning vdth "the prin¬ 
cipal society” and ending with “are deemed to be so registered”, 
the word.s “the principal co-operative society in a State, the pri¬ 
mary object of which is the financing of other co-operative .so¬ 
cieties in the State” shall be substituted.

(ii) the amount of any loan taken from the Bank 
or from the Development Bank or from the Agricultural 
Refinance Corporation or from the State Bank or from 
any other bank notified by the Central Government in 
this behalf, and | 

(iii) In the case of a State co-operative bank, also 
any loan taken by such bank from a State Government 
and any depo.S)t of money with such bank representing 
the reserve fund or any part thereof required to be 
maintained with it by any co-operative society within 
its area of operation;’; 

(ii) in sub-section (5), in sub-clause (iii) of clause (a), for 
the words “is a company”, the words “is a State co-operative 
bank or a company” shall be substituted.

1934, shall maintain in India, by way of cash reserve 
with itself or in current account opened with the Re¬ 
serve Bank or the State Bank of India or the State co¬ 
operative bank of the State concerned or with any othw 
bank notified by the Central Government in this behalf 
or, in the case of a primary co-operative bank, with the 
central co-operative bank of the district concerned or 
partly in cash with itself and partly in such account
